The Bible and the New Europe 


By DR. W. A. VISSER T. HOOFT, 
Secretary of the World Council of 
Churches, Geneva. 


Bible work is a very general kind of 
work. A rather interesting example of 
that was the time the American Bible 
Society sent to us in Geneva a good 
number of Russian New Testaments, 
and we wanted to get these Testa- 
ments to the hundreds of thousands 
of Russian prisoners-of-war. The Ger- 
man army authorities were willing to 
let in Christian literature and Holy 
Scriptures for French and American 
and British prisoners, but they abso- 
lutely refused to have any Bibles go 
to the Russian prisoners. There are 
Russian Bibles going from the Bible 
House in New York to Geneva. From 
Geneva we sent them to the Nether- 
lands Bible Society in Holland, and Dr. 
Rutgers, of the Netherlands Bible So- 
ciety, gives them to Dutchmen who are 
deported by the Germans to Germany, 
and they put a good many of these 
Russian Gospels in their baggage, and 
there they begin to distribute them 
quietly, without attracting the atten- 
tion of the Germans, to the Russian 
prisoners working in the same fac- 
tories with them. 

The demand for Scriptures has been 
most remarkable in the realm of pris- 
oners-of-war work. In the prison 
camps it is not just the prisoners each 
having their individual Bible, but 
there has been the formation of defi- 
nite Bible-study groups. 

The inner breakdown of national 
socialism among that huge crowd of 
young Germans has, as a result, given 


them a feeling of an inner emptiness, 
which demands to be filled, and young 
Germans that would not have dreamt 
of looking at the Bible or the New Tes- 
tament even a few years or perhaps 
even a few months ago, are now sud- 
denly wondering whether all of this 
national socialism ideology they have 
been fed on has not been one great 
lie, and they are therefore turning 
again to the permanent, to the eter- 
nal Word. 

It has been one of the most hope- 
ful developments of these last years 
to find among the members of the va- 
rious youth movements in Europe, a 
clear consciousness of the extent to 
which they had to feed on the Bible. 

I can say something similiar about 
the fighting churches. You see, when 
it comes to the really critical moment, 
and you are up against it, in such a 
fight as the churches of the occupied 
nations have had to go through, then 
the only adequate message to fall back 
on, the only adequate food and ammu- 
nition that you can find, is that within 
the pages of the Bible. 

The Nazis have really rendered to 
the Bible cause a tremendous service. 
Their attack on the Bible—and very 
particularly on the Old Testament — 
has made very many sit up and take 
notice, and feel that after all, when 
they become so violent in attacking 
the Book, that Book ought to have 
some dynamite in it. They found that 
indeed in the Old Testament, in the 
prophets, and in the Psalms, you 
could find things stronger than any 
you could write in an illegal paper!

The CIO on Religion 


Meyer Adelman, secretary of the 
Milwaukee County Industrial Council, 
has set forth a plan whereby “church 
edifices would be built, and clergy- 
men paid, out of tax money. This plan 
would apply particularly to Green- 
dale Village, southwest of Milwaukee. 
This is the same plan in part as was 
used in England when it was com- 
pulsory for everyone to pay tithes to 
the church. Such a rule would put the 
church under direct supervision of 
the state. Since CIO has so many 
Communists in its ranks, it would be 
rather hard to determine as to wheth- 
er this may be a political scheme to 
get the church under government 
oversight and thereby reduce it to 
ruin as the Communists did in Russia, 
or whether it may represent a sincere 
desire on the part of Mr. Adelman 
to equalize religion as is inferred in 
his statement.

Hoover and Crime 


Light and Liberty has pointed out 
that, ‘“‘The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation reported on the conduct of the 
nation’s wartime stay-at-homes. It 
was bad—worse, said the wry FBI, 
than at any time in its busy history. 
During the 1945 fiscal year (ended 
June 30) investigations by G-men 
reached an all-time high of 13,813. 

“The FBI’s records showed: 

“Bank-robbery convictions up to 53. 

“Tnterstate-commerce theft convic- 
tions up to 1,426, double the 668 of 
1944. : 
“Thefts of government property up 
to 1,815 convictions compared with 
1,143, in 1944; 634 in 1943. 
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“Frauds against the government up 
to 348 convictions with 235 in 1944. 

“Frauds in servicemen’s allotments 
more than double last year’s figure 
(215 convictions in 1945; only 83 in 
1944). 

But there was one bright spot: The 
FBI reported it had 97,497,563 sets of 
fingerprints in files, an increase of 
7,454,366 during the year—an effective 
weapon in J. Edgar Hoover’s war 
against crime among the stay-at- 
homes. 


“Fingerprints aid in the detection 
and punishment of criminals; but if 
the ninety million sets which were on 
hand during the 1945 fiscal year failed 
to stem the tide of crime, it is not 
to be expected that the extra seven 
million sets of fingerprints will ac- 
complish it.”

Religious Signs 


“Harrison Mayes, a deeply religious 
47-year-old coal miner who belongs to 
no particular church, has erected hun- 
dreds of wooden and concrete religious 
Signs along roadways. He has put up 
twenty-one white concrete crosses 
bearing the message ‘Jesus Is Coming 
Soon’ beside the highways of eastern 
Tennessee and Kentucky. Before he 
switched to concrete he had erected 
1,600 wooden signs along highways in 
twenty-five states. The nine-foot 
concrete crosses weigh 1,500 pounds 
each, cost him $12. He can haul only 
two of them in his truck. Mr. Mayes 
says the roadside sermons are aimed 
at the thousands who do not go to 
church.”—Wide World.

Japan Loses Shinto Religion 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur has made 
Shintoism illegal as a state religion. 
This is a hard blow to Japanese reli- 
gious teachings, and no less to their 
religious pride; but this is an ideal 
time to shunt this false teaching con- 
cerning spiritual things to the side. 
Nothing could so much hinder the 
spiritual and democratic development 
of a new Japanese race as to allow this 
deceptive religious belief to continue.

Japanese rules as the “sons of the 
morning” are the direct offspring of 
God. Neither Christianity or democ- 
racy can develop successfully where 
the soul of a nation is so poisoned. A 
new Japan is now a thing possible to 
be realized and certainly to be hoped 
for.

With Britain now in the socialist 
camp, France has swung farther to the 
left; not actually to the Communist 
camp, for there recent elections re- 
ports show that she barely held her 
own; but more fully she moves to 
downright socialism. A new Europe 
is arising out of the ruins of the old. 
What new spiritual awakening may 
come to these countries in the wake 
of war, bloodshed, and strife, remains 
to be seen. There are signs, however, 
that there will be favorable develop- 
ments in religious education and 
Spiritual life.

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Faithful "Least” Things--and People 


“He that is faithful in that which 
is least is faithful also in much,” Luke 
16:13, f.c. 

One of the interesting things about 
the Bible is the fact that it mentions 
a number of very small and seemingly 
insignificant things that God used, 
and uses still, in His work. The ant, the 
cony, the spider, are mentioned (Prov. 
30:24-28), among others. Then, too, 
there are some “small” and insignifi- 
cant persons named—indeed, a major- 
ity of those whom Jesus used to help 
Him were “ignorant and unlearned” 
men and women. 

But we are thinking especially at 
the moment about one creature that 
performed a great service one morn- 
ing, years and years ago. He performed 
this service because he was faithful in 
doing his appointed duty. He is men- 
tioned in Matthew 26:74. 

I suppose that this cock was just an 
ordinary rooster, living in some back 
yard in the city of Jerusalem. No doubt 
he had a shrill, irritating voice which 
was anything but musical. He couldn’t 
sing a sweet song like the robin or lark 
with which to awaken the other chick- 
ens, and the people living near by. But 
he could crow. And he did crow—not 
just once, this morning, but several 
times (Mark 14:30). 

Let us suppose, for a moment, that 
our friend Mr. Cock had been like 
some people today. Suppose that on 
this particular morning he had pulled 
his head from beneath his wing, 
looked sleepily about him .... saw two 
other roosters on the tree near by . 
and did some talking to himself. . .pos- 
sibly, if he had been like some of us 
humans, his reflections would have 
sounded this way: 

“This thing of getting up so early is 
not any fun! I’m so-o-o sleepy. I think 
I'll just stay on the tree this morning 
.... let one of the other boys awaken 
the hens this morning, and get the egg 
factory running .... I’ve been doing it 
long enough .... it isn’t fair .... be- 
sides, I’m not appreciated, anyway! 
People never praise me one bit for all 
my crowing .... why, I heard a man 
say he’d like to cut my head off be- 
cause I annoy him! If I could sing, 
like Mr. Robin over there in the cherry 
tree, I suppose it’d be different ... but 
I’m just an old rooster, who can only 
crow. Yes, sir, I think I’ll stay in bed 
this morning .... and maybe I’ll strike 
for more corn, if I’m not appreciated 
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more.... I'll just get all the other 
cocks and hens to join me in the strike 
—and then we’ll see how these cranky 
humans feel when they get no eggs 
for their breakfasts!” 

Had our friend Mr. Cock done these 
things, what a tragedy might have oc- 
curred that morning! His voice might 
never have struck the guilty ears of 
Peter .... and Peter might never have 
remembered (Matt. 26:75) the words 
of His Lord, “Before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thrice.” Peter 
might have gone on cursing (Mark 
14:71) and swearing and denying his 
Lord. 

But this cock didn’t fail. He didn’t 
go back to sleep. He crowed as best he 
could—just as his Creator wanted and 
intended that he should! How that 
poor rooster’s breast would have been 
inflated with pride had he been able 
to know that his very Creator was so 
close that dark and sad morning! The 
rooster’s crow brought Peter to his 
senses .... caused him to remember... 
and to repent with bitter tears. Yes, 
that humble fowl’s faithfulness to 
duty was a means to changing Peter’s 
entire life .... of later causing him to 
give up for a second time fishing for 
fish and to take up fishing for men! 

God’s dumb creatures do not fail 
Him. They are obedient to His will and 
leading. How splendid when His hu- 
man creations are equally obedient 
and pliable in His hands. The wise 
writer of Proverbs refers to the ant as 
“exceeding wise” (Prov. 30:24, 25), and 
we know something of the intelligence, 
wisdom, and skill as well as industry 
and faithful performance of their 
tasks for which the ants are famous. 
Ever take time out to kneel and watch 
them? Do so; it will repay you hugely. 
You can see God’s great wisdom in 
their faithful performance of their 
work. 

“SMALL” PEOPLE, TOO 

Usually we do not like to be referred 
to as a “small” person. The meaning 
often is that we are “mean.” Zaccha- 
eus, the Bible tells us, was a 
small man—and indeed before Jesus 
transformed his life the term seemed 
to have fitted him physically and 
spiritually. Then Jesus could use him 
only after he had been changed to a 
“large” and generous-hearted, honest 
individual, who was willing to make 


right his wrongs. 

Jesus used a little child on one oc- 
casion. “Jesus called a little child un- 
to him, and set him in the midst of 
them, and said, Verily I say unto you, 
Except ye be converted and become as 
little children, ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. Whosoever 
therefore shall humble himself as this 
little child, the same is greatest in the 
kingdom of heaven” (Matt. 18:2-4). 


A small lad, with barley loaves and 
fishes, was used by Jesus. The small 
lad was willing to give his lunch to the 
Master—even though, being a lad, he 
must have been hungry for it! The 
small lunch was used to feed a great 
multitude, including the small lad. The 
lad’s faithfulness in this “least” thing 
brought comfort to thousands, includ- 
ing himself, because Jesus could use 
him and his possessions. Had Jesus 
asked this same service of a powerful, 
rich, influential man of the world— 
then or today—would the result have 
been the same? In His wisdom, He 
chose these “least” people and “least” 
things, when faithfulness was neces- 
sary to accomplish His great purposes. 

Paul, writing to the Corinthians 
(1 Cor. 1:25-29) has something to tell 
them (and us) concerning small, in- 
Significant, despised, and “foolish” 
things: 

..the foolishness of God is wiser 
than men; and the weakness of God 
is stronger than men. For ye see your 
calling, brethren, how that not many 
wise men after the flesh, not many 
mighty, not many noble, are called: 
But God hath chosen the FOOLISH 
THINGS of the world to confound (put 
to shame—R. V.) the wise; and God 
hath chosen the weak things of the 
world to confound the things which 
are mighty; and base things of the 
world, and things which are despised, 
hath God chosen, yea, and things 
which are not, to bring to nought 
things that are: that no flesh should 
glory in his presence.” 

This passage of Scripture doubtless 
contains many meanings, some of 
which only learned students of theol- 
ogy can explain. But it does tell us, in 
simple language, that God very often 
does choose and use those people and 
things which are usually considered 
insignificant, instead of the more pop- 
ular ones, when His work is to be ac- 
complished.

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Is Divine Healing for People Today? If Not, Why? _ 


We have folk today that teach that 
divine healing is not for us. They say 
Jesus did heal when He was on earth 
for the purpose of proving to the peo- 
ple that He was the Christ. But we 
have been unable to find anywhere in 
God’s Word that divine healing 
stopped after Jesus went back to 
heaven. 

Matt. 8:17 says, “Himself took our 
infirmities, and bare our sickness,” re- 
ferring to the prophecy of Isaiah 53:5, 
“and with his stripes we are healed.” 

1 Peter 2:24, “By whose stripes ye 
were healed.” 

We read in the Scriptures of the 
many miracles of healings He per- 
formed, of all kinds of diseases. Luke 
4 tells us that when Jesus returned 
from His fast in the wilderness, He re- 
turned in the power of the Spirit, and 
entering the synagogue they delivered 
Him a book, and He read the prophecy 
of Isaiah, where he said, “The Spirit of 
the Lord is upon me, because he hath 
anointed me to preach the gospel to 
the poor; he hath sent me to heal the 
brokenhearted, to preach deliverance 
to the captives, and recovering of sight 
to the blind, to set at liberty them 
that are bruised.” 

As He preached to them, their anger 
was stirred against Him. They thrust 
Him out of the city and were going to 
cast Him over the brow of the hill but 
He escaped them and went His way. 
He came to Capernaum and taught in 
their synagogue, and they were as- 
tonished at His doctrine, for His word 
was with power. There was a man in 
the synagogue with an unclean spirit, 
and Jesus rebuked the demon and it 
came out of him. 

The fame of Jesus began to spread 
over the country. He went into the 
house of Simon Peter, and healed his 
wife’s mother. As she lay sick of a 
fever, Jesus rebuked the fever and it 
left her and she arose and ministered 
unto Him. 

They that had any sick with divers 
diseases, brought them to Jesus and 
He laid His hands on them, and healed 
them. Did He heal sinners? Yes, when 
the men brought the man to Him with 
palsy, Jesus said, “Thy sins be forgiven 
thee.” When the people that stood by 
heard it, they began to find fault. He 
said to the sick man, “Take up thy bed 
and walk.” Oh, that we as a church 
today would get more souls on our 
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hearts till we could carry them to Je- 
sus through our prayers and faith, 
that He could heal their bodies and 
save their souls. The Scripture says, 
“And Jesus seeing their faith.” The 
faith of the men that brought the man 
helped to bring the blessing to him. 

Jesus didn’t only heal and cast out 
devils when He was here on earth, but 
He raised the dead. What a comfort He 
brought to the widow when He raised 
her only son from the dead. This 
brings my mind to the scripture where 
He said, “He hath sent me to heal the 
broken hearted.” What could be more 
heart-breaking to a mother than to 
give up her only son. 

Was Jesus the only one that healed 
the sick and performed miracles while 
He was here? No. In Matt. 10 He called 
His twelve disciples and gave them 
power to cast out devils and heal all 
manner of disease. He called seventy 
and sent them out two by two, and 
they returned rejoicing because devils 
were subject to them in the name of 
Jesus. 

Did this wonderful work of divine 
healing stop when Jesus was crucified? 
No. Mark 16 tells us that after Jesus 
had risen from the dead, and was 
about ready to take His flight back to 
heaven, He told His followers, “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature. And these signs 
shall follow them that believe; In my 
name shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues; they 
shall take up serpents; and if they 
drink any deadly thing, it shall not 
hurt them; they shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover. And 
they (the disciples) went every where, 
the Lord working with them, confirm- 
ing the word with signs following.” 

Jesus also told His disciples, in Luke 
24, to tarry until they were endued 
with power from on high. Did they re- 
ceive power? YES! We read in Acts 3, 
that when Peter and John were going 
into the temple at the hour of prayer, 
a lame man was lying at the gate of 
the temple. He was placed there daily, 
to ask alms of the people as they en- 
tered the temple. But when Peter saw 
him, he said, “Silver and gold have I 
none; but such as I have give I thee: 
In the name of Jesus Christ of Naza- 
reth rise up and walk. And he took 


him by the right hand, and lifted him r 4 


up: ...and he leaping up stood, and 
walked, and entered with them 
into the temple, walking, and leaping, 
and praising God.” Peter and John did 
not have material help for the lame 
man, but they did have the power of 
God, which was better for him than 
silver and gold. 

Oh, that men everywhere would 
praise the Lord; would exalt Jesus 
Christ, the same yesterday, today, and 
forever! Was this all the disciples did? 
No. See Acts 5. They brought their sick 
folk and laid them in the street on 
beds and couches, so that the shadow 
of Peter might pass over them, and 
they were healed every ONE. 

Acts 19. “God wrought special mir- 
acles by the hands of Paul: So from his 
body were brought unto the sick 
handkerchiefs or aprons, and the dis- 
eases departed ... and the evil spirits 
went out of them.” 

1 Corinthians 12, tells us that there 
are nine gifts of the church, and one 
of them is divine healing. So we'll 
come down to James’ writing (5:14- 
16), “Is any sick among you? let him 
call for the elders of the church; and 
let them pray over him, anointing him 
with oil in the name of the Lord: And 
the prayer of faith SHALL save the 
sick, and the LORD shall raise him up. 
. . . Confess your faults one to an- 
other, that ye may be healed. The 
effectual fervent prayer of a righteous 
man availeth much.” 

So God’s Word is our guide, and I 
can’t see anywhere that divine healing 
is not for the people of today.

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A Soldier's Testimony 


Pietmaasried, Germany 
October 4, 1945 
Dear Friends: 

It all turns back to the night when 
our battery was supposed to have a 
party. I didn’t intend to go. I pulled 
off my clothes and went to bed early 
(around six o’clock) that evening. It 
still wasn’t dark, but I had sworn off 
drinking. I had really meant to quit, 
but I couldn’t sleep so I sat up in bed 
trying to read. I had read one story 
and turned over and tried to sleep 
again. I still couldn’t close my eyes. 
Again I sat up in my bed trying to 
read, when in came the best friend 
I had in my outfit. He asked me to 
get out of bed and come dancing and 
have a few drinks. I refused him sev- 
eral times, but nothing would he have 
until I “get up.” I told him I had sworn 
off. He said he had heard that story 
before, so I went with him to the 
party. I got some punch they had 
mixed up and he went dancing. When 
he wasn’t watching me I slipped away 
and went back to bed, turned over and 
this time I went to sleep. 

All went well for a couple of days 
until I got on guard with my friend 
in a larger town near where we were 
stationed. They were having a party 
under the place where we were sleep- 
ing. We went to the movies and then 
came back. We had pulled the same 
relief so we could go to the movies, still 
not intending to go to the party. I 
drove around with another friend of 
ours in the guard jeep, and we went 
to the party. I did not want a woman 
but the driver knew where some lived 
he could get, and he wanted to get 
them. We went only a little ways and 
picked up the women and came back. 
I told my friend to take care of the 
other one as I didn’t want a woman. 
I had a few drinks and he took care 
of the girl for a little while, then I 
found myself under the influence of 
alcohol, dancing. I kept drinking. I 
was now with a woman, whom I had 
said I didn’t want, under any circum- 
stances. She had a friend with 
her and also her sister. We kept drink- 
ing this punch and shortly my friend 
was with my girl’s sister and getting 
terribly drunk. Finally the party came 
to an end with a lot of staggering peo- 
ple, including me, my friend, and the 
three girls we had met at the party. 
We started home. It was about three 
miles to their house and we intended 
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to take the jeep. We got in and started 
out, I drinking. We got about half 
the way. I do not remember how far, 
nor which way, when I went out like 
a light; I forgot and could not remem- 
ber anything else until after it was 
all over. I found myself in the road, 
the jeep had gone off the cliff. Some 
civilians came running to our aid, of 
two it was too late and one was my 
friend. He and one of the girls had 
died instantly and another had been 
seriously hurt. How I escaped with 
only a few scratches I do not know, 
but God does. He knows all the an- 
swers. 

Tonight I am sitting in a room 
under arrest, awaiting a court martial. 
What I'll get I do not know, but my 
mind is torn up. I keep remembering 
him as a brother and he has gone. I 
have told the truth of everything. The 
other soldiers in my outfit tell me it 
looks very black . . . but wherever I 
go or whatever happens to me, it is 
all right. I plan a new life if I live. 
If my friend had not died I would not 
have gotten any punishment, but God 
has spoken, I must go on. 

Please, fellows, if you will just look 
around you, look at the man who nev- 
er drinks. He is never in any trouble, 
where the man who drinks is always 
in trouble. God has been good to me. 
I need prayers and know I will get 
them and I know that everything will 
work out some way, and I must face 
life. Before you go out drinking any 


more, think what can happen. You do 
not know what the next minute has 
for you. For just a few minutes of fun 
that night there are five people hurt 
for life, some are dead and all the oth- 
ers have wounds that will never heal. 

There have been many stories like 
this but some do not understand how 
truthful they are and how they can 
help them. In an instant God can call 
you away, and that is happening ev- 
ery day. The war is over with Germany 
and Japan but people have not given 
God thanks, and have said, “All right, 
Lord, we'll drink and be merry now. 
It’s over”; but please let me ask you 
to use your head and think what can 
happen. 

I ask the prayers of every one for 
God to save my soul before it is too 
late. I try to pray but there is always 
a stone wall facing me. I have known 
the Lord and have gone back on Him, 
so pray. I must be a Christian now. 
Until He comes or calls,

The Church of God Evangel is now 
going regularly to the Prisoner of War 
Camp in Great Britain where our 
Brother Lauster is interned, and we 
are corresponding with him regularly. 
We are still praying and trusting and 
doing everything that we can to ef- 
fect the release of our Brother Laus- 
ter. Following is a letter just received 
from him which was written on Sep- 
tember 17, 1945. Evidently, he is get- 
ting special privileges as he had writ- 
ten me a letter on August 29, and it 
does not seem that prisoners of war 
would ordinarily be permitted to send 
out so many communications. We cer- 
tainly appreciate the privilege they

are giving him to preach the gospel in 
the prison camp. I am sure you will 
enjoy this letter from him. 

“Beloved of the Lord: Greetings in 
the name of Jesus. As you see, I am 
still here, getting along well consider- 
ing the circumstances I am in. Natu- 
rally, I am longing for the day I can 
be with my loved ones and in the work 
for which we have laid the foundation. 
The Lord is doing a good work here 
in the camp and many prisoners of 
war have heard of the holiness way. 
Paul said he fought with wild beasts 
in Ephesus and I can say the same. 
The devil in the form of Nazism is the

When the time came for the Lord to 
take the Children of Israel into the 
land of promise, He said to Joshua, “As 
I was with Moses, so I will be with 
thee. And thou shalt command the 
priests that bear the ark of the cove- 
nant, saying, When ye are come to the 
brink of the water of Jordan, ye shall 
stand still in Jordan,” Joshua 3:7, 8. 

Joshua had no precedent in his own 
experience to work upon, either in 
miracles or in power. His favorable re- 
port as one of the spies that Moses 
sent into the land, brought him into 
disrepute. But now he hears the Word 
of God, he believes it, and he acts on 
it. 

These were strange commands, but 
clear and explicit. The ark of the 
covenant of the Lord was to be taken 
down to the river, and to be carried by 
men into the water of the river that 
was in flood. By this means, a way, a 
dry way, was to be made for the hosts 
of Israel to cross into Canaan. 

If Joshua had been trained in many 
modern schools, instead of the school 
of Moses he would have had a whole 
catalog of indisputable arguments to 
prove that the proposition was ridicu- 
lous. But Joshua believed God. Neither 
calculation, argument, nor reason 
hindered his obedience. He knew that 
the Lord of all the earth had control 
of all the waters of the earth, and He 
could as easily make a pathway 
through Jordan as through the Red 
Sea. 

The people of Israel were marshalled 
and arranged so that they could 
march over as soon as God began to 
work. And the priests were obedient 
to the faith. But they had actually to 
put their feet into the water. They 
had to taste of the flood. That act of 
faith was rewarded. Had they faith 
only in the Word of Joshua? No. They 
had faith in the presence of Him who 
had said concerning the ark and the 
mercy seat above, “There I will meet 
with thee, and I will commune with 
thee from above the mercy seat,” Exod. 
25:22. 

The Red Sea could not overwhelm 
the hosts of the Lord when He held 
back its waters, and now they had 
confidence that Jordan would behave 
at the request of its Creator as He 
wished. When the feet of the priests 
who bore the ark were dipped in the 
brim of the water, the water stood! 
“Impossible,” says the materialist. 
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“Impossible,” says the engineer. “Im- 
possible,” says the skeptic in clerical 
garb. But the divinely inspired Word 
declares that the waters stood. Joshua 
3:15, 16. What was the barrier? There 
was no beaver’s dam! no concrete 
wall! What was the cause of these 
waters standing? Was it the command 
of Joshua? No. The obedience of the 
priests? No. The resistance of their 
feet? No. It was the presence of the 
Lord the Creator. “With the blast of 
thy nostrils the waters were gathered 
together, the floods stood upright as 
an heap, and the depths were con- 
gealed,” Exod. 15:8. Stormy winds ful- 
filling His word, and rushing waters 
too! 

He who made that river had perfect 
control of that river. At the presence 
of its Creator—and remember, it was 
by Him, Christ, that all things were 
made and consist—that river obeyed 
a law which was its everyday law. You 
say, “Water finds its level.” That is 
man’s way of putting it. Water finds 
its God-appointed way, and when God 
wills to suspend a flow, such a flow is 
suspended until His suspension is 
withdrawn. 

Christ’s disciples once said to Him, 
“Master, carest thou not that we 
perish?” Mark 4:38. The sea was rag- 
ing. But He arose from the stern of 
the ship, rebuked the wind and said to 
the sea, “Peace, be still.” The wind 
ceased, and there was a great calm. 
He said to His disciples, “Why are ye 
so fearful? how is it that ye have no 
faith?” and they feared exceedingly, 
and said one to another, “What man- 
ner of man is this, that even the wind 
and the sea obey Him?” 

It was the Creator speaking to His 
own handiwork. He willed that the 
waters should suspend their natural 
operations. And the children of Israel 
marched over the Jordan as on dry 
ground. On the one side there would 
be a high wall of water, on the other 
side the waters journeying toward the 
Dead Sea were allowed to continue. 
There was a miracle in the division of 
the water. 

We further read, “And it came to 
pass, when the priests that bare the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord were 
come up out of the midst of Jordan, 
and the soles of the priests’ feet were 
lifted up unto the dry land, that the 


place, and flowed over all his banks, 
as they did before,” Joshua 4:18. When 
they brought up the ark, the power 
was withdrawn. 

Oh, the condescension of our God in 
allowing His presence to rest upon the 
shoulders of men and to be borne and 
carried! That presence was so mighty 
that the river out of reverence for its 
Creator, stopped in its course. 

We may learn a lesson from this. For 
Christ is in His Church today as He 
was with His people in Joshua’s day. 
He wants us to believe His Word. “He 
that believeth on me, the works that I 
do shall he do also” (John 14:12), be- 
cause the Holy Spirit whom He sent 
has descended and has taken up His 
abode in the temples of His people. 

There must be a step forward in 
faith. The priests had to put their 
feet in the water. It was not until they 
ventured that the Lord began to work. 
It is always true, “According to your 
faith be it done unto you,” Matt. 9:29. 
The Israelites believed the word of the 
Lord spoken through His servant 
Joshua, and they advanced in faith, 
and their faith was rewarded. It was 
opening the way for Israel to destroy 
the enemies of the Lord in the land. 
So with the modern miracles, if the 
priests (and all believers, according to 
1 Peter 2:9, belong to God’s priest- 
hood) will be faithful to stand in the 
river, so that others may march 
through. 

You say, “What do you mean by 
standing in the river?” The answer is 
found in Philippians 2, where Christ 
is pictured as going down, down, down, 
down in humility to the river of death, 
even the death of the cross. And the 
Spirit of God says, “Let this mind be 
in you, which was also in Christ Je- 
sus,” going down, down, down, until we 
know in a real and practical way the 
deepest death of the cross, and the 
deepest fellowship of His suffering. 
Then will many be able to come into 
the place of blessing.

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The Gift of Prophecy 


It is not greater talents or greater 
learning of greater orators that God 
desires, but men great in faith, great 
in prayer, great in the power and gifts 
of the Spirit. 

The Church does not need, so much, 
more and better methods, but more 
and better men of prayer, men mighty 
in prayer. 

And what some ministers need is not 
a new field but a new message, a mes- 
sage vitalized and unctionized by the 
divine prophetic gifts operative in his 
life and ministry. The farmer who is 
successful, has a well stocked variety 
of farm implements. God’s implements 
for work in His harvest field are the 
gifts of the Spirit, and high on the list 
of these divine implementations is the 
gift of prophecy that holy unction that 
puts lift and life and light in the 
speaker’s message, until plain words 
are freighted with divine power, burn- 
ing as fire and as penetrating as the 
sword. 

The soldier who goes into battle 
without weapons is as impotent as the 
minister who goes into the pulpit 
without divine unction. He is dressed 
well, he marches well; looks fine on 
parade, but what can he do against 
the enemy! His organization and 
splendid training is the instrument his 
country uses, but it is the weapons 
placed in his hands which give him 
power. 

The powerhouse and intricate elec- 
trical system to country and city is 
like God’s church system; but until 
God Himself throws the switch and 
starts the power coursing through the 
line, the system is beautiful, but im- 
potent and useless. It is that divine 
switching on of the power that we 
seek in all revivals. It is this God-given 
electrical current alone that brings 
soul-saving, healing, and baptizing 
power into the meeting. 

A young evangelist friend, a number 
of years ago, was in a successful re- 
vival in a town where a doctor friend 
of his family lived. This doctor was 
well known for his atheistic views and 
teachings. Our friend well knew the 
doctor’s delight in taking young, 
earnest ministers, and _ shattering 
their arguments, and often injuring 
their faith, through his capable anti- 
Christian arguments. Our friend ac- 
cepted his invitation to spend the 
night with the doctor, as a family ob- 
ligation. But he did so with genuine 
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fear, knowing that he was no match 
for the doctor’s long-practiced argu- 
ments. After the service, the doctor 
drove him home, gave him a lunch, 
talked pleasantly enough about gen- 
eralties, and showed him to his room. 
But the young evangelist was not 
fooled. He knew he was just being fat- 
tened up for the kill the next day. He 
could not sleep. In desperation he 
called upon God. Far beyond midnight 
he continued his fervent supplications. 
Then, above his own audible prayers, 
he thought he heard his name called. 
He listened. Sure enough through 
the darkness from the direction of the 
doctor’s bedroom came a distressed 
cry. Once more calling upon the Lord 
to help him, he hurried to the doctor’s 
room. The doctor spoke feebly— 
“S-son, p-please p-p-PRAY for me— 
I-I’m dying.” 


The young evangelist said, “I never 
was so glad to pray for anybody in my 
life, and I never prayed more fervent- 
ly.” God healed and saved the physi- 
cian, who could neither heal nor save 
himself, and the next day was a pleas- 
ant one indeed. 


It is this sort of divine intervention 
that made the great holiness move- 
ment what it is today. And it is 
through continued seeking for and 
yielding to the supernatural impulses 
of the Spirit, that we will keep the 
holy electric power flowing through 
the line, till the outer darkness is for- 
ever dispelled by the eternal presence 
of our coming King. The prophetic 
gifts and unctions play a leading roll 
in this great last day’s Pentecostal 
outpouring. 

So many have asked, “Why is it that 
accompanying this glorious latter-rain 
outpouring we have had such marve- 
lous manifestations of the gifts of 
healing, miracles, tongues, etc., but so 
little of the gifts of prophecy, which 
Paul gave such a prominent place in 
the Church?” To which I have always 
replied, that no gift has been more 
wondrously and powerfully in evi- 
dence in the last thirty years than the 
gift of prophecy, but that the gift, be- 
ing so little understood, has not been 
often given its proper place in the 
body. So it is proper at this point to 
ask and answer the question—JUST 
WHAT IS PROPHECY? 


The dictionary tells us that proph- 
ecy is a divinely inspired utterance. 
But we suspect that Webster did not 
know anything about speaking in 
other tongues. For speaking in tongues 
is a divinely inspired utterance, but is 
not necessarily a prophecy—though it 
can be. So we will presume to correct, 
or add to, Webster’s definition by say- 
ing, Prophecy is a divinely inspired ut- 
terance in the language of those 
present.In the United States, that 
would mean in English. Where I am 
writing at the moment, it would be in 
Spanish, for that is the language 
spoken in our church congregations 
here. 


Then the Bible gives us a definition 
of prophecy by saying that it is 
“speaking unto men to edification, 
and exhortation, and comfort.” 1 Cor. 
14:3. The divine inspiration is not 
stated, but accepted as an essential 
part of the prophetic gift. (Note the 
continued emphasis placed upon the 
fact of SPIRIT control of the gifts, 1 
Cor. 12:4-11.) 

So we may draw this final and as- 
sured conclusion, that the gifts of 
prophecy, as mentioned in Rom. 12:6 
and 1 Cor. 12:10, and explained in 
more detail in 1 Cor. 14, is any divine- 
ly inspired utterance in the language 
of those present, to the edification, ex- 
hortation, and comfort of the people. 
Just as simple as that. And a prophet 
in the church is one who speaks by 
divine inspiration. 


But someone says, “But, Brother 
Archer, I thought phophecying was 
fortelling events!” It most certainly is. 
But that is just one of the several 
functions of the gift. This particular 
manifestation of the gift filled a large 
place in the Old Testament, and prob- 
ably gives rise to a generally accepted 
view that prophecy is ONLY fortelling 
events. We also find that prophecying 
the future had its place and ministry 
in the early Church, but only as one of 
several other manifestations of the 
gift 


So now there follows in logical order 
the question, WHO, THEN MAY 
PROPHESY? And the answer is a 
glorious and joyous one! “—ye may 
ALL prophesy one by one, that all may 
learn, and all may be comforted,” 1 
Cor. 14:31. “Your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy,” Acts 2:17; 
“And on my SERVANTS and on my 
HANDMAIDENS I will pour out in 
those days of my Spirit; and they shall 
prophesy,” Acts 2:18.

“Please contact the British govern- 
ment again about my release for I 
know there is a great need in the 
works we started in Germany after 
suffering this Nazi persecution for 
years, especially during the last year 
when they stopped us from having any 
meetings. If we held meetings, it was 
at the cost of the precious lives of the 
saints. Please remember me.—Brother 
Lauster.”

The reason for His choice probably 
lies in the fact that in many instances 
the more humble, lowly persons are 
more willing to be used of Him. The 
world is the enemy of God, and world- 
ly people are not subject to His bid- 
ding. 

Our friend the cock could not sing 
nor speak, but he could crow, and so 
he used that talent faithfully. Perhaps 
we cannot speak, nor sing, teach nor 
preach, but possibly we can smile. We 
have that talent—do we use it? We 
can speak a kind word—do we do so 
whenever possible? We can express 
appreciation when we see someone 
trying faithfully to do right—do we 
speak that word? Or possibly we can 
do some greater service for Him—do 
we do it? The question is, are we faith- 
ful in the “that-which-is-least” 
things within our sphere? Do we glad- 
ly do the thing we can do for God? 

Do we, like the rooster in our story, 
find ourselves unappreciated by men? 
Have we done our very best for God 
and His workin our church—only to 
overhear thoughtless criticism on the 
part of those who, doubtless, have re- 
fused to do that same work? Do we 
feel like “striking” after a few such 
experiences? Satan always places the 
temptation “to quit” before any faith- 
ful Christian worker who really tries 
to accomplish something worth while. 
The better he succeeds, the greater 
Satan’s temptations come to be. 

The danger—perhaps the very 
greatest danger—in being unfaithful 
even in the very “least” of our duties 
for God is that our neglect may cause 
disaster in the life of someone else— 
just as the cock’s failure that morning 
might have brought further sin and 
shame into the life of Peter. 

Are we always careful to be faithful 
in that which is least? It is un- 
doubtedly the key to larger service for 
the Master.

This double emphasis in the Bible on 
sons and daughters, handmaidens and 
servants, is intended to attract our no- 
tice definitely to the fact that not up- 
on the high and mighty and dignified 
would He rest of His prophetic gift, 
but upon our sons and daughters, the 
servants and handmaidens. In other 
words, the carpenter, the plumber, the 
printer, the farmer, the woodsman, the 
trapper, the housekeeper, the seam- 
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stress; upon the ordinary folk, from 
the ordinary walks of life, would He 
pour of His Spirit and make great 
prophets and lesser prophets of them. 
To this Paul gives emphasis when he 
says, “Through mighty signs and won- 
ders by the power of the Spirit of God 
... I have fully preached the gospel of 
Christ,” Rom. 15:19. And again, “My 
speech and my preaching was not with 
enticing words of man’s wisdom, but in 
demonstration of the Spirit and of 
power.” 


And why has God ordained it so? 
Well, one reason is that He wanted it 
to be just that way, and it behooves 
us sons and daughters to be filled with 
His Spirit, that His prophecy might be 
fulfilled in mighty signs and wonders 
through divinely unctionized testi- 
mony and preaching. And another 
reason is that God knew that few of 
the highly educated of the ministry 
would be able to come down low 
enough to be fully yielded to His Spir- 
it. Men do not like conceit, and God 
will not tolerate it. The ministerial 
highways are strewn with the sad 
spectacle of has-beens who failed 
because they grew conceited over suc- 
cess. I would rather hear the prison 
doors clank behind me than to feel 
that the Spirit of God had lifted from 
me. One minister said, “Whenever my 
hands go up in pride I see two nail- 


scarred hands raised by mine, and I 
drop mine in shame.” (See 1 Cor. 1:26- 
31.) 

A “high and mighty” preacher, em- 
bittered by the great success of one of 
our revivals, said to me, “One thing I 
don’t like about you Pentecostal peo- 
ple is that as soon as one of you gets 
what you call the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, he thinks he is called to preach, 
no matter how ignorant he is.” To 
which I replied something like this, 
“Yes, praise the Lord, that is true. Our 
people really have something, and 
they just can’t keep quiet about it.” It 
is the spirit of prophecy working in 
the church. Yes, how gloriously true, 
that when His Spirit is poured out on 
ALL flesh your SONS and DAUGH- 
TERS may prophesy, we may ALL 
prophesy, who have prayed through 
and received this wonderful gift and 
anointing on our lives!

And so it is not for nothing that in 
quite a few cases preachers in the oc- 
cupied nations have been forbidden 
to print or to read passages from the 
Old, and sometimes the New Testa- 
ment! 

The European Continent is today 
deeply sick. The Nazis have to a large 
extent succeeded in one of the tasks 
that they set before themselves, in 
creating chaos—especially spiritual 
chaos—so that they might more easily 
subdue that whole continent. Well, 
they won’t subdue it, but the chaos is 
still there. The tremendous inner dis- 
ruption, in a very special way among 
the young people, and the tremendous 
inner void, I would almost say the 
nihilism, that is abroad, is an after- 
math of Hitler’s work: 

What shall we put in that void? 
That is the real issue at present in 
Europe. Well, we can put in the mes- 
sage of the Bible and the Bible itself 
if we are sufficiently convinced that 
that is really and truly the one thing 
that needs to be put there. 

That is where the American Bible 
Society and through the Society the 
people of America can render a very, 
very great service. And do not think 
that that is a service in one area. If 
you take the job seriously, you are 
going to touch European life at the 
central point, and it will have its re- 
percussion in all parts of life, not 
least in the political life of Europe.
